Since the Grow Healthy Pullet 
program Vas tarted in Pennsylvan­ 
ia, summaries each year show' that 
co-operators lose, on the average, 
fewer chicks hatched prior to May 
1 than of those hatched after that 
date. Last year there was a loss of 
2.35 per cent less with early chicks. 
Another 
advantage 
with 
early 
hatched pullets is that they start to 
lay as early as October 1. As a re­ 
sult, they produce reasonably good 
sized eggs durinj the period of high­ 
er pi ices and are likely to be more 
profitable than those hatched later. 
A good chick is free from pull- 
orum disease or bacillary white di­ 
arrhea, is well bred, from parent 
stock well fed and managed, and 
is well hatched. Good parent stock 
is that capable of laying 160 eggs 
or more a year per bird and these 
eggs should be of a definitely estab­ 
lished large size, 24 ounces or more 
per dozen.

reputation for hatching chicks that 
live, grow well, and develop into

/i practical test 
of the presence of pullorum disease

Co-operators w’ho followed all the 
steps of the Grow Healthy Pullet 
program in 1934 lost only 6.13 per 
cent from hatching time until the 
chicks were placed in the laying 
house. 


BOUQUETS HELP APPLE TREES 
TO SET FRUIT 
Bouquets of apple blossoms are 
not only beautiful but useful. Un­ 
der some conditions such bouquets 
properly placed in the trees at blos­ 
som time may distinctly increase 
the production of the trees. 
The 
value of the bouquet lies in the pol­ 
len which is borne by its flowers. 
Several grains of pollen must ce 
put on the pistil of each flower in 
order for that flower to develop into 
an apple. 
Practically all varieties 
of apples set fruit more readily with 
pollen of a different variety than 
with their own pollen. A flower will 
not set fruit more readily with pol­ 
len from another tree of the same 
variety than with its own pollen.

but will fruit abundantly when sup­ 
plied with pollen of a good polleniz- 
ing variety, such as Gano.

Not all varieties 
are good pollenizers for other sorts.

this respect. 
In commercial plantings consist­ 
ing of large acreages and a few* va­ 
rieties, it has often happened that 
the choice and arrangement of va­ 
rieties. has been such that adequate 
and effective cross-pollination is im­ 
possible. Such plantings have been 
unproductive even when given the 
best of care. 
Though the problem 
may be eventually solved by top-

,' rater near the top of the tree will 
usually supply enough pollen to give 
a set on that tree and help its 
neighbors somewhat. Two or more 
bouquets are sometimes used 
in 
large trees. 
At least every third 
tree in every third row should re- 
jceive bouquets. 
Demonstration 
in 
Pennsylvania 
during the last four years have 
¡proved that this procedure is en- 
itirely practical where inadequate 
\ cross-pollination has been responsi­ 
ble for low yields. The use of bou­ 
quets is discontinued of course, after 
ithe grafts have begun to furnish 
sufficient pollen. 
It is important for growers to lay 
their plans now’ if they expect to 
carry out any of this type of work 
next spring. 
Frees of desirable va­ 
rieties for use as bouquets should be 
left unpruned at this time so that 
a generous supply of bouquets may 
be cut from them at blossom time. 
| Among the commercial varieties in

SAARBRUECKEN, Germany. 
March 1. — Amid unparalleled 
scenes of triumphant rejoicing 
throughout the Reich, the rich 
industrial valley of the Saar be­ 
came part of Germany again 
today for the first time since 
the World War. 
Half a million Nazis poured into 
the Saar to help its 800,000 residents 
celebrate, and all Germany joined 
with flying of flags, n o i s e -making, 
and toasting in beer and Saar wine 
from last m idnight throughout the 
day.

Baron Pompeo Aloisi, head oi the 
Saar commiflee of the League oi 
Nations, formally overturned the 
territory’s authority to Dr. Wilhelm 
Prick, Reich m inister of the interior. 
Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler was ex­ 
pected later in the day personally 
10 lead the festivities. 
Important Step 
Before the flag of the third Reich 
was raised over the Saarbruecken 
town hall, Dr. Frick, pointing his 
rem arks to the members of the 
league commission, reiterated in a 
nationwide broadcast the peaceful 
utterances of Hitler when the Saar, 
by a 9 to 1 vote, elected to return to 
Germany. 
“The return of the Saar marks 
the liquidation of the European 
policy of the Reich,” said Dr. Prick. 
“The 
Saar problem 
no longer 
burdens the relations between these 
two neighboring nations 
(France 
and Germany.) 
“Germany is convinced th a t re­ 
turn of the Saar is an im portant 
step towards improvement of the 
g e n e r a l 
political 
situation 
in 
Europe.”

The statem ent of the minister 
of the interior after the Nazi flag 
flew once more over the Saar, how­ 
ever, had a note of warning in it.

All indices have indicated th a t retail sales sharply recovered in 
1934. 
T he actual increase is now shown by the bureau of foreign and 
dom estic comm erce to have been $3,511,000,000, or 14 per cent, leaving 
1933 to stan d as the lowest in dollar sales business for the depression pe­ 
riod. In co n trast the stock and commodity m arket averages touched bot­ 
tom in 1932. 


G reatest resistance to depression influences has been offered by 
the variety stores, composed largely of chain organizations. 
Last year 
their dollai business recovered to 73 per cent of th eir 1929 total as 
against 58 pei cent ior all retail business. 
Incidentally th eir 1933 busi­ 
ness was g reater th an in 1932.
